T.oriSV’TLLE. Ky.. March 22.— Trainer James 
Roue evidently has given up the task <>f at tempting 
to condition the Harry l’ayne Whitney Kentucky 
lterliy eligible* at liotue tinder the severe weather 
conditions prevailing in the east. ns lie has in- 
structed Mose Goldhlntt to immediately secure five 
additional stalls at Churchill Downs. as lie plans 
to send a quintet of three year-olds to him within 
a few days so that their training for the Derby 
can he completed here. This will make a half 
dozen of the Whitney Derby candidates at the 
Downs, as (ioldhlatt brought Damask from New 
Orleans. 

The instruct ions were awaiting Ooldblatt upon his 
arrival here from the Crescent City and Itowe did 
not state what horses he will send. Mr. Whitney 
has nine eligihles for the Derby and Ooldblatt says 
that, in his opinion, what Itowe considers the pick 
of them will be sent here in the first shipment. 
John I*. Orier is figured upon as being among them. 

Matt 4. Winn, general manager of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, accompanied by Col. Andrew Vennie. 
left Sunday morning for Lexington to attend the 
meeting of the Kentucky State It, -icing Commission. 

In order to forestall all possibility of the improve- 
ments at Churchill Downs not being completed for 
Derby day. Mr. Winn issued instructions to keep 
all of the workmen at their task on Siindays*on a 
double time wage schedule. Only a small portion 
of the new addition to the grandstand remains to be 
roofed now. The work will is- speeded up con- 
siderably when this is finished. The new offices 
will likewise Is- rushed to completion. They will 
be modern in every detail. At present Hamilton 
f. Applegate and Harry l.indenberger, his assistant, 
are using the office of the racing secretary. 

A rumor that the Kentucky Jockey Club plans to 
increase the admission prices this spring was flatly 
contradicted by Mr. Winn, lie said that the same 
scale of prices as last year will prevail. $2.20 for 
men and si. Ill for ladies. .VII badges will be $2.20 
on Derby day. 

Marjorie Hynes, a right fast two-year-old last 
year, is now ill the stable of Williams Bros.. C. C. 
Van Meter having disposed of her at private sale. 
She has been nominated for the Kentucky and Ka- 
tenin Oaks and a number of other stakes for which 
she is eligible on the Bine llrass racing circuit. 
Tin* Van Meter horses wintered at Churchill Downs 
and put in the cold months in fine style. There 
are two Kentucky Derby candidates in the outfit. 
Augon and Sterling. 

BYRNE MAY RIDE FOR VAN METER. 

Jockey il. Byrne will make application for a 
license to ride in Kentucky this spring and. if suc- 
cessful. will affiliate himself with the Van Meter 
stable. Byrne is galloping horses for this owner 

now and is in better condition than in a long while. 

A1 Woodman brought the small stable which he 
recently purchased from M. Dattuer of Detroit from 
New Orleans. This outfit also lias a Kentucky 
Derby eligible in it. Minute Man. a superior mill 
runner and winner of quite a few races for W. C. 
Clancy, his former owner. 

William Murray, starter on many of the half- 
mile tracks in Canada, is here in the interest of a 
new starting gate which he plans to introduce in 
l lie near future. The gate is made up of stalls into 
which the horses fit and it has been indorsed by a 
number of horsemen, lie will go from here to Lex- 
ington within the next few days to explain its 
working to the horsemen there. 

.1. VV. May. whose horses have wintered here, will 
ship lo Havre de Crave soon after April 1. and S. 
M. Henderson will take tin- Ogden Stable there at 
the same time. May will remain in the east until 
next nutumu. hut Henderson will in all proba- 
bility return in time for the Churchill Downs and 
Latonia meetings, or part of them anyway. John 
K. Madden is another who plans to ship east in the 
near future, with Belmont Bark as his destination. 
His big band of two-year-olds wintered excellently 
at Churchill Downs. 

Captain James B. Kinnarnoy. who has charge of 
the policing arrangements of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club tracks, is recovering from a severe attack of 
influenza. His wife was stricken at the same time 
that lie was. She also is getting better. 

A barrier will be put up at Churchill Downs early 
next month so that the two-year-olds which have 
not raced as yet will have ample schooling before 
the racing season opens at Lexington. There are 
quite a few youngsters here that will not participate 
in the s|sirt in that city. It is for their lienefit 
that the starting gate will be erected. 

GEORGE J. LONG'S STABLE. 

Trainer Bete Coyne lias the George J. Long 
horses in good condition, but they will not begin 
their spring campaign until the Churchill Downs 
meeting opens. This establishment is made up 
chiefly of t wo-year-olds which were bred at Bash- 
ford Manor Farm, quite a few of them being the 
progeny of Sain, which is now standing there. 

Freecntter and fieri which were fired and 

turned out for the winter, will not be hurried 
along in their training, although both arc doing 
well. Coyne said that lie may lie able to race 
Freecntter at Isitonia. but Clermont probably will 
not lie sent to tin- post until next autumn. In the 
lying string is Anne Elizabeth, a two-year-old 
filly, by Free Ijtnci — Cutter, and. therefore, a sister 
to Freecntter. 

Ed Trotter is expected in any hour with twenty- 
two horses, some of which are the property of the 
Florisant Stable, while the others belong to him- 
self lie advised track superintendent Tom Young 
) hat he expected to leave New Orleans the latter 
.airt of last week, and stalls have been assigned 
biui at Douglas Bark. Included in the Florisant 
Stable is Westwood, a Kentucky Derby eligible, 
which has been working in good style at New 
Orleans all winter. Jockey Otis Willis will come 
with the Trotter stable. ,

W. F. Poison, the Buffalo turfman, had no Billy Kelly in his stable last year, but has every reason 
to feel satisfied with the showing made by the horses that carried his sliks during the campaign of 1919. 
The consistent Buford was his chief money winner, the honest efforts of that unsexed son of Ballot re- 
sulting in $7.o3.'i being added to the stable's coffers for the year. Peace Pennant, a two year-old son of 
McGee— Maltha, by Ogden, was next oil the list with Sti.Jsr, to his credit, and so favorably did he im- 
press his owner that In- lias entered him in this year's Kentucky Derby. John Jr. contributed his share 
to the expenses of the stable, as did Vulcanite. Basil. Dimitri. War Tax and Horace Kerch. The big dis- 
appointment of the stable was Vulcanite. Mr. Poison entertained high hopes that this son of Vulcain 
would develop into a three-year-old of the first class -so much so that he entered and started him in laith 
the Kentucky Derby and Prenkness Stakes. However. Vulcanite may make amends in this year's racing 
for tlie disappointment of last year, and his owner is not alone in the opinion that he may prove for- 
midable in the handicap division, particularly over a long distance of ground. The following are the 
horses comprising the stable of VV.

Nine Von Tromp Fillies and One Colt to Be Sent Program of Roosevelt Memorial Day Carried Out 
to Glen Helen Stud. Despite Adverse Conditions. 



SAN FRANCISCO. Cal.. March is. — Nine yearling 
daughters ami one yearling soil *»f the stallion Von 
Tromp will be shipped April 2 by Edward I elirian 
from Mira Monte Slock Farm. Santa Clara County, 
to John S. Barbee's Glen Helen Farm in Kentucky. 
The youngsters have as dams brood marcs that were 
shipped to the Blue Grass hist fall. It is a good- 
looking band, probably the best Von Trumps ever 
raised. They will be taken up in the la*e summer 
and prepared for campaigning tit New Orleans in 
(lie early racing next winter. 

There have been some good offers for the year- 
lings, but Mr. Celirian will keep them. A big black 
filly from the Sain mare Sain Shot lias won en- 
comiums from critical horsemen, and it would lie 
a great surprise all around if she did not develop 
into a high-class racer. Sain Shot, the dam. is from 
the Foul Shot mare Belle Shot. The Musket blood 
in her veins makes her all the more valuable. 

A fine colt is a bay. dam Isolation, and is a sturdy 
looking fellow. Isolation, by George Kessler — 
Fair Recluse, is the dam of lamely and other win- 
ners. The other eight in the hand are a black 
filly, dam Mammy, by Sempronius Manola Mason, 
dam of McChcsney. Wise Mason, First Mason, etc.; 
chestnut filly, dam Ellen Atkins, by Kingston 
Hazel VV.. dam of Queen of Trumps; bay filly from 
Dally, by Gigantcuni Dal: bay filly, dam Sym- 
phoricu Castle, dam of The Moor; chestnut filly, 
dam laitta Creed, by llanimoii My Fair Kentucky: 
bay filly, dam Jourdniu. by Watercress The Dome, 
dam of Bon Jour, Clipsoltu Stakes winner; bay 
filly, dam Foul Play, dam of the winner.

American Ace, The Pirate and 
other horses of the older division will be raced on 
tlie Canadian circuit under the care of John Lowe. 

T. Griffin, owner of some good horses ten 
years ago. has returned from a visit to Tijuana. 

A. lx. Macomber will in a week or two see his 
new two-year-olds that he purchased recently from 
J. E. W Metier in France, according to word from 
New York. The band of youngsters Mr. Macomber 
Imught from the same owner last year did so well 
in French racing that lie thought he would take 
another chance in the same direction.

HOW THINGS STAND IN MARYLAND 

BALTIMORE. Mil., March 22. The Burke racing 
commission Dill today miis iiasscd to its third read- 
ing by tin- House of Delegates with amendments 
limiting tlie number of racing days in the state to 
DM) instead of 112. as at present; preventing the 
starting of any more tracks other than those now 
operating ami providing that all fees and taxes paid 
except $3. OOP. which, under tin- charter of Pimlico. 
gi.es to Baltimore County, be paid into tlie state 
treasury. The Di II taxes each track of tin- four in 
Maryland $(i.U0!> a day for each day of racing, 
though an effort was made to raise this to $10,000 
a day. 

The bill, being on its third reading, cannot lie 
again amended. There is but one chance ia many 
thousands that it will fail of passage in tlie house 
because of the feeling of a majority of the delegates 
that it would he a legislative mistake for the gen- 
eral assembly to adjourn without passing some 
measure regulating racing. 

After being passed by the house the hill must go 
to the senate, where its passage seems assured, 
though there i> talk in that body of amending it by 
adding a section requiring a referendum on racing. 
If this is done the amended hill would have to come 
hack to the house and the chances are the amend- 
ment Mould ho stricken off or tin- Dill killed in tntn.

The great 
llanover was out of Bourbon Belle, by Bonnie Scot- 
land, this giving all of his descendants an infu- 
sion of tins valuable blood. Among the leading 
winning sires of 1917. Dick Welles and Broomstick, 
both carry it. Dick Welles through his dam. Broom 
stick in the direct male line; Broomstick, Ben 
Brush, Bramble, Bonnie Scotland, ail good, high- 
class race Horses, stake winners and sensational 
sires. 

Bonnie Scotland was fouled in 18.73 by Iago. 
out of tile celebrated Queen Mary, and had the best 
constitution of any member of her famous family. 
On account of an injury to one of his legs lie was 
only raced when a tliree-ycur-old .'11111 then in 
only four races, all stakes. He won the Liverpool 
St. lager, one and three-quarter miles, ran fourth 
in the Great York Stakes, was second in the Don- 
caster St. I.eger and won the Doncaster Stakes, one 
and one half miles, by a length and a half, heat- 
ing Manganese. Aleppo and others of the licst three 
year-olds in England. Bonnie Scotland broke down 
completely at the finish of this last race and ne 
was soon sold to Cnptaiu Cornish, by whom lie was 
brought to America and was subsequently pur- 
chased by the late Joint Roller of Lancaster, Fair- 
field County. Ohio. 

MEAGER OPPORTUNITIES AT LANCASTER. 

lie remained in the stud at Lancaster, where lie 
had meager opportunities, until 1S67. While there 
lie sired among others of note Dangerous. Young 
Fashion and Malcolm, which was the sire of Mariau. 
the dam of Emperor of Norfolk; Yo Tamhien. etc. 
In 1 siJ7 Mr. Reiter sold Bonnie Scot la lid to E. A. 
Smith, by whom he was sent to Kentucky, where 
lie made tin- seasons of 1 siiT and lsf.s. siring some 
excellent race horses from the promiscuous band of 
I mares sent to his court. 

While in Kentucky he sired the celebrated trot- 
ting gelding. Scotland, out of Waterwitch. by Pilot 
•Ir.. one of the best trotters of his day. which ob- 
tained a trotting record of 2:22'j forty years ago. 
In 1869 lie lieeame the property of .1. C. Simpson, 
who traded a farm in Iowa for him. the horse 
being valued at $6.0(10. lie was subsequently sold 
to Mr. Gage, of Chicago, and C. C. Parks, of 
Waukegan. 111., the last named gentleman finally 
buying out Mr. Gage's interest and standing the 
iiorse at his farm near Waukegan. 

Up to this time in liis career Bonnie Scotland 
really bad no opportunity to show liis intrinsic 
merit as a sensational sire, although liis success 
was fair and liis progeny attracted attention. But 
in 1872 General Harding, proprietor of tlie Belle 
Mead Farm at Nashville. Tcnn., had the misfortune 
to lose both of Ids stallions. Vandal and Jack 
Malone, and after seeking all over the country for 
an ideal stallion, finally purchased Bonnie Scotland 
as the liesl obtainable. 

At Belle Meade Bonnie Scotland rapidly came 
into liis own. Crossed onto t lie royally -bred and 
excellently selected broodmares of that farm, lie 
immediately became tlie premier stallion of America 
and led the winning sires of the country in 1880 
and maintained that proud |Kisition in 1 S >2 and 
1883. Bonnie Scotland died at Belle Meade Feb 
run ry 1. lssil. aged 27 years and liis skeleton was 
articulated and placed in the Vanderbilt 1 niversity 
in Nashville, Tcnn. Luke Blackburn was probably 
the best lace horse the old hero ever sired, with 
George Kinney next. 

BRAMBLE GREAT CUP HORSE. 

While Bramble was a great race Imrse and a Cup 
horse par excellence, lie never attained that de- 
gree of popular favor that was bestowed upon tlie 
other t wo. It was. however, reserved to Bramble 
to perpetuate and band down with undimitiished 
splendor to future generations the glorious quali- 
ties of an illustrious family. Ben Brush, a son of 
Bramble, is represented by three two-year-old 
winners this year, one of which. Honeydew. is a 
stake winner. Clifford, a -■••si of Bramble, is repre- 
sented this year 4>y the two-year-old winner 
Umatilla. 

Ren Brush also sired Broomstick, which is third 
on the list at tlie present date of tlie winning sires 
of America. Delhi, by Ben Brush, is tlie sire of 
three two -year -old winners this year. Sweep, by 
Ben Brush, is represented so far this year with 
eighteen two year-old winners, among tlie number 
bring tlie good stake filly. Ocean Sweep. V 011 
Trump, by Ben Brush, is tlie sire of three two- 
year-old winners of seven races this year. Sweeper, 
by Broomstick, is tlie sire of Reveler, and Whisk 
Broom II.. by R room s t irk . is tiie sire of Bonnie 
Broom, both two-year-old winners this year. 

Therefor**, it will be seen that the family is 
vigorous and enduring and. while the- two -year -olds 
an* precocious and come to hand early, it is a most 
desirable quality when two-year-olds are aide t“ 
win so many valuable slakes and tlie owner is able 
to realize 011 tin* money invested in yearlings. It 
is also a family that seems to increase in jmtency 
with each succeeding generation and. from present 
indications. Hie Bonnie Scotland male line wilt 
lmvi* winning representatives on the turf for years 
to come. 

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH PEDIGREES 



To tie* Editor of Daily Racing Form: 

"Salvator’s" article which appealed in "Daily 
Racing Form" March 20t!i. was most timely. Be- 
fore this I have myself written something on tin* 
inipo-'ibilit i of accepting llanover'- pedigree as 
rendered. Hanover's roiieoeteil pedigreo. for evi- 
dently it is a concocted one. is dm* primarily to 
neglect eii tin* part of American breeders them- 
selves: their neglect in failing to provide them- 
selves with a means of properly registering their 
bloodstock until -• late a date a- 1884. The first 
volume of Brill ’s Stud Book did not appear until 
that late date, whereas tin* first volume of the 
English General Stud Book was published in 1827. 
There i- aleolutely no excuse for the failure of 
tin* American breeders of bloodstock to make pro- 
vision for a means of registration until 1881. Re- 
member tin* old biblical saying. "Tli* 1 -in- of the 
forefathers shall be visited 011 the children." etc. 

A rather fearsome proimneianiento. I am free to 
admit, lint true, nevertheless. The -in of omission 
of tin* earlier American breeders, in not properly 
recording their bloodstock breeding activities, is 
now being visited on those of tin* present genera- 
tion. in so far as members of their native thorough- 
bred families are debarred from entrance to tlie 
English General Stud Book. 

No sane man believes Hanover’s pedigree is 
eorreet a- rendered. I suppose tin* truth is that 
Grey Eagle, a good race horse in 1 1 i — day. must 
needs have a pedigree, a coin or ted one it would 
now appear to lie. So. on account of tin* earlier 
sins of omission of American bloodstock breeders, 
the name of Hanover is barred from the English 
General Stud Book. 

Also i read a good deal nowadays concerning 
tin* good. old. hard bottom American race horse 
and am also told the American horseman lias de- 
veloped a breed of horses superior to any in the 
world. This tin* merest I 10 -I 1 . a spirit of equine 
Clianvianisni as it were, which in no way will hold 
water, because the best of American pedigree- are 
built lip 011 a solid English foundation. If tin* so- 
called American horses are superior how comes it 
that Star Shoot, a wonderfully successful sire, was 
imported, as was Fairy Gold, dam of tin* champion 
Fair I ’lay. Friar Rock. etc., and that Rock Sand is 
the kingpin of the brood mare sires'? 

Tlie lu st in- bloodstock breeding, as in everything 
else, is none too good: why. therefore, should si 1 1 
American families — simply liconnse they are Ameri- 
can film i lie- lie accepted for registration in the 
English Stud Book'? Be pleased also to remember 
tlie English take a national pride in tin* horse 
they have developed ami that even all of the good 
English rare horses an* not eligible for registra- 
tion and that such famous Australian families as 
that of Sappho are barred. 

In "Salvator’s” concluding sentence lies tin* secret 
of all this In-art -burning : “But that will never, in 

all probability, affect tin* issue that there i- no 
place on earth where they so long to make them- 
selves felt." Absolute and convincing evidence this, 
that tin* American racing man and breeder of 
bloodstock well recognize the fact that tin- KnglMi 
bred horse both on tin* race course and in the 
stud stands supreme. EXILE.

Tlie Riddle stable, having lost the services of 
jockey John Loftus through tin- refusal of '1 he 
Jockey flub to grant him a license, has taken 
second call on the services of AL Buxton, on whom 
tin* Schwartz stable has tlie first call. 

Tin* three -year -old colt f. O. Horen, which raced 
at Reno Iasi year, is not eligible for regular 
racing owing to inm-rcgistration with Tin- Jockey 
flub. Neither tin- colt nor its dam. Ketcliem. un- 
recorded on tlie books of tlie registration depart- 
ment. 



Richard Ten Broeck's Long Endeavor to Prove 
Superiority of American Racers. 

A notable and almost forgotten racing incident 
was tin- invasion of England Is* fori* the Civil war by 
tin* American turfman Richard Ten Broeck. A 
wealthy 111 : 1 11 . In- took over the best horses money 
could buy in this country and did game and par 
tiaily successful battle over there for a number of 
years, liis venture fills .1 remarkable page in turf 
history and this description of its features by 
Francis Stevens in Sport- of tlie Times i- valuable 
and worthy of presentation. Ten Broeck’s invasion, 
among other things, resulted in liis bringing to this 
country horses that have indelibly left their impress 
on our broiling uilerests. Alf. Stevens’ rein inis - 
i-eiiee of Ten BroA-k’s career in England says: 

I 11 looking over, recently, an old volume of Go- 
Sport- of tlie Times for ls.7.7, when that journal 
was edited by "The Tall Son of York.’’ William 
T. Porter, sono* matters were brought to mind con 
noeted with Richard Ten Broeck and liis racing 
venture in England in ls.77 and subsequent years. 

It had long la-on a disputed question, arising out 
of tlie different modes of breeding, training, riding 
and racing pursued in tin- two countries, which sy- 
tem has developed the greatest speed and bottom in 
tin- thoroughbred horse ,-iud national pride on each 
-bb* of the Atlantic claimed the palm for home. 

At length, Richard Ten Br«a*ek of Kentucky and 
New Orleans, determined to undertake tlie risk 
of an actual trial, although as early as 1843 an 
American horse anil one or two mares had been sent 
abroad ' and one. the horse Tempest, liy Trustee— 
Janette, sister to Sir diaries, had raced in Eng- 
land. 

FAMOUS LEXINGTON HIS FIRST CHOICE. 

In 18.7.7 lie liegau to select the horses which were 
to lie sent over to England. Of course liis first 
choice was the famous Lexington, wfiieli had won 
the great State Stakes at four-mile beats from 
High lander Arrow and Lecompte in 8:<|S :! , and SAG, 
over a m tidily eom-se. and had la-en beaten by 
lecompte. at four-mile heats in 7:26 and 7:3S\. the 
best race ever run in America to that day and tin* 
fastest time on record. It was said that tin* de- 
feat of Lexington was due to the fact tiiat liis 
rider. Meichon. pulled him up at tlie end of the 
third mile in tlie second beat, thinking tin* race fin- 
ished. This defeat led lo tlie great match for £2.7.- 
<MK» to run a dash of four miles to beat 7:26. The 
rare took place 011 April 2. J s.7.7. and Lexington won 
in 7 :19 a 4 . Oil April 14. Lexington once more met 
liis great rival Lecompte for the Jockey Club Purse 
of $1,600 and ail inside Stake of $2,500 each, at 
four-mile heats. Lexington won tlie first heat in 
7:23 : ’i and Lecompte was drawn. 

Some time during the summer before leaving tin- 
south. it being Mr. Ten Broeck's intention to ship 
the horse over in ls.7.7 and to race in 18.76. Lexing 
ton got out of liis box and gorged himself with feed 
in the night. He was discovered by some of the 
stable boys and returned to liis box. In tin* morning 
nothing \'ns said to liis trainer by the boys and 
Lexington was sent out anil worked strongly. lie 
finished in such a distressed condition that in* came 
near dying, liis trainer was at a loss to account 
for this distress, tint was told by a fellow trainer 
what had taken place. 

This, of course, compelled a let up ill Lexington’s 
training and lie was sent north to New 7 oi k and 
thence to Saratoga for the benefit of the water and 
air. lie was in the charge of George Rice, who 
afterwards was famous a- a trainer. After a stay 
at Saratoga, in* was sent to ('h.-irles Lloyd’s place 
at iiolmdel. X. .1.. and there galloped again. lie 
was doing well when In* got the l»-iter of liis rider 
and. running away, injured himself. 

Through this injury, coupled with liis gorging 
himself in tin- summer, he was so out of condition 
that lie went blind and was thrown out of training 
and was sent to Kentucky where, in 18.76. lie made 
liis first season at the stud, at the farm of the 
late \V. F. Harper, between Midway and Spring 
Station. Kentucky. 

This disaster caused a change in the plans of Mr. 
Ten Broeck and liis trip abroad was postponed. 

FIRST SHIPMENT IN 1856. 

In September. 18.76. Mr. Ten Broeck sent to I.ng- 
laiui. via Scotland, by the I'uiiard Line from Bos- 
ton. tlie liorses Pryor, l.eeompte and Prioress. 

Pryor was foaled in 1S.72 by Glencoe Gipsey 
(sister to Modoc) by American Eclipse. He was 
a high class winner at all distances. 

I/Ocouipte was foaled in 18.70 l»y Boston - lie* fa- 
mous Reel, by Glencoe. He w.is a noted winner at 
all distances and had tin* honor of being the only 
horse that ever defeated Islington. 

Prioress was foaled in 18.72 by Sovereign —Reel, 
dam of Lecompte. etc. 

Tlie horses were sent over in charge of David 
Palmer, who trained for Mr. Ten Broeck. and ar- 
rived safely and were put in slow work. The band 
lieeame acclimated and were largely entered in all 
the prominent stakes and races for which they were 
eligible. 

The first start made by the American horses wa- 
nt "Glorious” Good wood on July 30. 18.77. for tin* 
Goodwood Unit, two miles and a half.. Pryor, 121 
pound-, ridden by Gliarles Littlefield, and Prioress, 
109 pounds, ridden by Gilpatrick. started and were un- 
placed. The rare was won by fount F. do La Grange's 
Alotiarque. five years old, 121 pounds. Tlie winner. 
Mon.-irque. was destined to play an important part 
in English racing, a- lie sired tlie mightly Gladia 
tciir. which avenged Waterloo by winning the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Derby. St. I.eger, Ascot Gold 
flip and other races. Gladiaieui* was tin* second 
Iiorse to win the Triple Event and tin* first for- 
eign-tired horse to win tin* famous blue ribbon of 
the English turf, the Epsom Derby. 

Lecompte only siarted once and was third to 
Fisherman for the Warwick Cup. three miles, and 
died shortly afterwards. Pryor also died and thus 
the stable was reduced to Prioress. 

Shortly after Goodwood, when tin* entries for tin* 
great fall handicaps were made. Prioress was named 
for the Cesarewiteh and also for the Cambridge- 
shire Handicap. When the weights appeared, it 

was found that Prioress been given only ninet.i 

three pounds in the Cesarewiteh and when the odds 
were long against her the bulk of the money of 
Mr. Ten Broeck (who was a great bettor) was 

carefully put oil at tin* odds of over loo to 1 and 

in some eases at 1.70 to 1. as the bookmakers thought 
it was finding money to lay against the American 
mare. 

PRIORESS WINS THE CESAREWITCH. 

The race was run October 13. 1857. over the 

('i-sarewitch course, two miles and 486 yards, thirty- 
four starters, among them Warlock, Fisherman. 
Saunterer. Gunboat. Odd Trick and Tasmania. 
Prioress, 93 pounds, ridden by Tankersley (an 
American) at 3<) to 1; El llakim. three years old. 
93 pounds, at 8 to 1. and Queen Bess, three years 
old. tiO pounds. 30 to 1. ran a dead heat. The own- 
ers all insisted on a run off and here was where 
the American system of training came into play, as 
Prioress bad been trained to run heats. She was 
cooled out by Palmer and Littlefield and came lo 
the post in fine condition, with the famous George 
Fordhnm in tin* saddle. El llakim was the favorite 
at 6 to 4. Prioress at 2 to 1 and Queen Bess at 3 
to 1. Fordliani made a waiting race and won by a 
length and a half, thus bringing off the first of 
Mr. Ten Broeck’s famous coups. 

Mr. Littlefield was at tie* finishing post with 
Prioress’ 1 lothing and was jubilant over tlie vic- 
tory. as he had a sovereign on at 100 lo 1, as also 
did Palmer, the trainer. 

The victory in the Cesarewiteh was memorable 
on account iif its being the first dead heat made 
for the event and the only time in its history to 
date in which three horses have made a dead heat 
for it. It was also noteworthy as it represented 
the first victory by an American horse in England. 

Mr. Ten Broeck's winnings were large. 

Prioress started for the Cambridgeshire Handicap 
with ninety-eight pounds up and was unplaced. Odd 
Trick winning. 

Prioress was a good bread winner for Mr. Ten 
Broeck. as she also won in 18.78 the Great York- 
shire Stakes over the St. I.eger course at Doncaster, 
one mile, three-quarters and 132 yards, and a number 
of matches and Queen's Plates. Prioress and The 
Brewer ran a dead heat for second place in tin* 
Cesarewiteh in 1S.7S. won by Rocket, and sin* was 
third to The Promised Land for the Goodwood Cup 
of ls.79 at two and one-half miles. 

In ls.78 and later on Air. Ten Broeck added to 
liis stable Satellite (formerly Sherntt, a good win- 
ner in America ) by Albion — out of a mare by I.cvi- 
than. which won tin* Stamford Plate and Plates 
at Ascot. Brighton and Newmarket and was sec 
oiul for tin* Goodwood Cup. Starke, by Wagner 
— Keel, which won in 18.79 the Goodwood Stakes, 
two and one-half miles, the Bclitinck Alcinorial 
Plate, three miles and five-eighths at Goodwood, 
and the Warwick Cup. three miles, and ill 1861 
won tin* Goodwood Cup. two and one-half miles, the 
Brighton Stakes, and was second for the Goodwood 
Stakes. 

UMPIRE FAILS IN THE DERBY. 

Umpire, by Lecompte — Alice Caracal, was heavily 
backed in the yearling books to win the Derby of 
I860 for a large fortune at long odds. Umpire 
won three races at two years old and was well 
hacked for the Derby, for which lie started at I! lo 
1 against, with Tin* Wizard favorite at 3 to 1 
against and Thorninnhy nt 4 to 1. Umpire ran 
seventh in a field of thirty, Thornianliy winning. 
The Wizard second and Horror third. 

'The late G. II. Brute of the Live Stock Record, 



Islington. Ky., was in England in 1860 and saw 
the 'Derby run and told me the following story: 
Lord Glasgow (an eccentric nobleman, who after- 
wards bred tin* famous .Musket), was foiul of mak- 
ing freak I >ets. He. knowing Air. Tell Broeck 
stood to win several humlred thousand pounds, said 
to Air. Ten Broeck that In* would l>et him 500 
guineas that lie. Air. Ten Broeck. would not whistle 
God Save the Queen a- tin* horses passed tlie post. 
Air. Ten Broeck took the I >et and Air. Bruce, who 
stood at Air. Ten Broeck’s side, said Air. Ten 
Broeck was whistling (Sod Save the Queen as Tlior- 
niaiihy flashed past the post and he saw liis fortune 
vanish. Umpire won many races for both Air. Ten 
Broeck and Lord Coventry, who purchased him. On 
going into the stud Empire was successful, getting 
many winners and was a famous sire of lialf-bred 
hunters anil jumpers. 

Other American horses that Air. Ten Broeck raced 
in England and won with were Annette, by Scyth- 
ian Alice Carneal. Lexington’s dam; Echo, by 
Revenue Sarah Washington, by Garrison’s Zinga- 
nee; Alaggiore. by Ia*enmpte — Evergreen, by Glen- 
coe: Novice, by Knight of St. George — Sister to 

Pryor No. 1. by Glencoe; Olive Branch, by Lex- 
ingtoii Sarah Washington; Rubicon, by Is-xington 

Bay Leaf, by Yorkshire; Suinmerside. by Lex- 
ington Sister No. 2 to Pryor, and Optimist, by 
Lexington — mare by Glencoe, out of Jeannetteaii. 
which won tin* Palatine Cup at Chester. Ascot 
Stakes, many Queen’s Plates and the Stamford Cup. 
three miles. Tin* object of art going with the 
stakes was an elegant silver candelabra, heavily 
gilded, which afterwards came into the itossessiou 
of the late Major B. G. Thomas and often graced 
the table at the famous Dixiana House at Lexing- 
ton. Ky. 

REMARKABLE CAREER OF OPTIMIST. 

Starke was -old to the l’ussiati government and 
was a successful sire in Germany. Optimist, which 
Mr. Ten Broeck considered one of the liest of liis 
liorses. came near being killed, when In* was a 
few days old. at Woodhurn Farm, in Kentucky. 
When Optimist was fouled in* had unusually long 
pasterns. Iiotli in front and behind, seemingly in 
iu-rited from liis grandfather. “Old White Face.’’ 
as Boston was familiarly called, which made eight 
tracks as lie walked. Air. Nelson Dudley, who was 
superintendent for Air. Robert A. Alexander, owner 
of the Woodhurn Stud, was going to kill him be- 
cause uf the raw and weak condition of these pas- 
terns. which seemed to give the iiorse great pain 
Air. Alexander would not consent, as he was Air. 
Ten Broeck's property, and thus his life was saved. 
Air. Dudley tiieu had liis pasterns hound up and 
declared that he never would he of any account. 
Optimist outgrew the weakness and won many 

times, nillcli to Air. Dudley’s disgust and the pride 
nf Air. Alexander. Optimist, after liis racing 

career, was sent to France, where he got many 
winners, among them Mars, which afterwards got 
Jongleur, which won the Cambridgeshire Handicap. 

.Many others were sent to England and were raced 
by Air. Ten Broeck and other owners, among tln-ni 
Arcadian and Blanchette, both by Knight of St. 
George, dam Transylvania, a daughter of the famous 
Peytniia: Babylon, by Belshazzar, dam a mare by 

Trustee; Bonita, by Financier Sarah Washington : 
Charleston, by Sovereign .Millwood; Charmian. by 
Knight of St. George Peytona; Cincinnati, by Star 
Davis Tliea t l'ess ; lies Chiles, by Glencoe — Brown 
Kitty: Illusion, by Revenue — Sister No. 2 to Pryor: 
Knight of the Garter, by Sovereign Ix-vity, by 
Trustee; Lincoln, by Belshazzar, dam a mare by 

Jordan; .Myrtle, by Lexington Evergreen, by 
Glencoe: olive Branch, by Lexington Sarah Wash- 
ington: Padr-ma. by Revenue Spih-tlu. by Stock 

well: Slinuuerside. by Lexington Sister No. 2 to 
Pryor: Templar by Knight of St. George — Emilia, 
dam of Australian: Woodhurn. by Glencoe — - 

mare by Trustee: Woodford, by Islington Dltca- 
toon. These rais'd up to and including 1867. when 
tin* American iior-e- dropped out and there wen* no 
American liorses in England until the fall of 1N7.7, 
when the late Al. II. Sanford -cut a stable over 
there which began racing in ls7t; and was fairly 
successful. of tin* almve named horses, Babylon 
won a nice. Echo won six times, two races were 
won by Lincoln. Olive Branch was returned a win- 
ner six times. Siimiiii'i'side finished first five 
times ami Woodhiiru won twice and divided the 
stakes in another. 

rUF.CHASED ECLIPSE IN 1886. 

In ls.78 Air. Ten Broeck purchased Eclipse and 
Barbarity. Eclipse was by Orlando Gaze, by Bay 
Aliddlctou. and had won the Clearwell Stakes at 
two year- old and at three, the Ascot Biennial. :t 
-take at Newmarket, made a dead heat with Beads- 
man for tin* Newmarket Stakes, tin* pair dividing 
the stakes, and was fourth for the Derby. Bar- 
barity. by Simoon Barbarian’s dam. was a capital 
race man*, having won eight races at three years 
old and six nt four years of age. in 18.79 they were 
sent "to this country . Eclipse made some seasons 
at Lexington. Ky., getting a number of good win- 
ner-. 

From Lexington lie was sent east to Air. Francis 
.Morris at Throgg's Neck. N. Y.. when* he remained 
until liis death in ]s7s. Eclipse got. among others. 
Ruthless, winner of tin* first Belmont Stakes, and 
A l:i 1 111 . the first Iiorse to run a mile in 1 :42 :; t anil 
sire of many capital winners, among them llimyar.

A\ illi.nm Day, 
who trained Foxhall. said that In* was lourteeii 
pounds the best horse lit* ever trained, foxiiall also 
won the Grand Prix tie Paris at three years old 
and the Gold Cup at Ascot. 

Barbarity went to Air. Al orris also and was the 
dam of the famous Barbarous Battalion, as they 
were called by the late Charles .1. Foster, among 
them Ruthless. Relentless. Remorseless. Regardless 
and Alereiless. from whom came many good winners. 

Later on Air. Ten Broeck also sent over to this 
country Phaeton and some broodmares, among them 
Lady Love, dam of Llslmn. which sired Troubadour, 
which won tlie Suburban and brought off a grand 
coup for liis owner, the late Captain S. S. Brown. 

If it had nor been for Air. Ten Broeck, Phaeton 
and Eclipse never would have come over here anil 
the American turf would lint have bad King Alfonso, 
Foxhall. Joe Cotton, Fnnso. Grenada. llimyar, Dom- 
ino. Cap and Beils. Ciiiiiniaiido. Colin. Drake Car- 
ter. which held for many years the three mile 

ord. Bersan and the great Ten Broeck, which held 
at one time five American records, viz., a mile in 
1 :39 ;1 , . two miles in 3:27b.. three miles in 5:26', 
four miles in 7:1.7-' ! i anil two and five eighths miles 
in 4:58*9. 

Air. Ten Broeck also selected in England for 
Major B. G. Thomas. King Bail, which was a great, 
success at t lie -tin! as the sire of many winners, 
among them King Fox. Bail Fox and Queen Ban. 

Every mu* who came in contact witli Air. Ten 
Broeck was attracted by liis graceful manners and 
charming personality, either in the drawing room 
or 011 tin* race course. Every American turfman 
must acknowledge a debt of gratitude to Air. Ten 
Broeck. through whose instrumentality such horses 
as Alarm, Foxhall and Ten Broeck were given to 
the turf. 

ANYTHING TO BEST THE BOOKMAKERS 



The following clipping from some recently -pub- 
lished South African racing reminiscences suggests 
that, so long as tin* bookmakers are beaten, some 
men an* not particular as to the means adopted: 
"At one meeting -ome owners wanted lo get their 
own baek from the bookie-. On tin* course were old 
and new stands, if they could Ir* called by any 
name so flattering. In one race a pony called — 
well. West African, was favorite, and it- colors 
were all blue on the program. By an arrangement 
with the stewards a change of colors was made, the 
result I icing that another pony carried all blue. 
This change of color- was posted up on the old 
stand, which no one ever went near. Of course, 
all blue was well out of it, and Mime interesting 
iH'ttiug took place while tin- running was in 
progress. There wa- 111 licit angry outcry on the part 
of the bookies, who liatl laid any odds against 
West African in the running, but they had to pay.” 
At a meeting near Sydney only recently a mistake 
in tli" colors given in the raeebook was costly to 
some backers not withstanding a correction was 
conspicuously posted on tin* course. AIuii.v people 
took no heed of the alteration, and when they saw 
the horse referred to well in front at tin* turn, 
confused it with another whose colors were cor- 
rectly given in the hook, and duly supported tin* 
wrong one. Their disgust eau l«* imagined when 
they later discovered that the winner was not tin* 
Iiorse they thought tlicj were hacking. — Sydney 
Referee.

in a general review of the situation in Germany 
an Associated Press dispatch of yesterday from 
Berlin says: Conditions in Germany are described 

by the ministry of defense as extremely serious. 
’’You cannot paint the situation throughout Ger- 
many too black.” an official at the ministry de- 
clared to the correspondent after a survey of the 
reports that had eome in during the night. The 
situation in Berlin itself was cliaraeterized as 
"had.” The ministry of defense informed the enr- 
responilent this morning that the conditions in the 
Ruhr district were becoming worse. The towns of 
Eelile. Allien and Drensteinfurt, in Westphalia, 
southeast of Mttenster had been taken by the 
fommunists, it was stated, and the movement was 
spreading north and east. Pitched battles have 
been fought and two crack regiments of govern- 
ment troops had lieen forced to fall hack on the 
fortress of Wesel after heavy losses had been sus- 
tained on both sides. In one case a company of 
volunteers hud been overpowered by Spartaean 
forces, its officers killed and their bodies mutilated. 
This occurred near the Johannestal aviation ground. 
The government forces recaptured Adlershof and 
Johaiinestao, from which they had lieen driven, 
killing twenty of the red troops and capturing 
twenty-four others, who were promptly executed. 
The southern and eastern parts of Germany are re- 
ported quiet, although unrest was said to he spread- 
ing among tiie agricultural population in Pomerania 
and Mecklenberg. The communists were still in 
charge today at Stettin. At Kiel, which the troops 
had left, conditions were reported quiet. To the 
north of the Spree, in the Berlin district, the out- 
posts of tiie regulars have been withdrawn, leaving 
detachments to guard tiie stockyards and railway 
station. The marine brigade and Hie Baltic troops, 
which occupied Berlin during the Kapp regime, 
have been cleared out from Charlottenburg and Imve 
joined the other military units at tiie Doeberitz 
camp, where all are refitting. These troops, it was 
stated, will lie counted as the chief protectors of 
Berlin. Neukoelln anil Teinpclhof. the working- 
men's residence quarters in tiie suburbs, where 
disorders occurred Saturday, have been quieted by 
government troop activities. An official report 
from Ijeipzig says that no further excesses oc- 
siirred on Saturday in that city and that several 
points evacuated by the workmen were occupied by 
troops. In the suburbs, however, the workmen re- 
fused to abandon their positions. Further commu- 
nist re -enforcements have arrived, tiie reports added. 
Railway traffic in the Leipzig region was fully re- 
sumed on Sunday. In the Halle district tin- position 
was re|M>rte*l worse from a government aspect. 
Counteraction among a section of the workingmen, is 
threatened through the calling of a strike if a soviet 
republic is proclaimed. Communists are declared to 
lie preventing willing men from resuming their 
work. The former German steamship Bahia Blanca 
will sail for tiie United States Marcli 31. accord- 
ing to a semiofficial announcement from Buenos 
Aires. This vessel, which was bought by Argentina 
from Germany during the war. has been the sub- 
ject of diplomatic exchanges between tiie Argen- 
tine government and the allies, which have never 
recognized tin* transfer of flags oil the ship. 

Troops from Silesia are officially reported to have 
arrived in tiie Ruhr district, and fighting with the 
Spartaean army there is expected. Exag- 
gerated rumors as to the size of tiie red forces 
place the number at 70.0*10. A general strike lias 
been called ill Munich, and it is expected tiie move- 
ment will extend tliroiiglH-ut Bavaria, unless it is 
stopped as a result of the negotiations now in pmg- 
r ,. ss 10 settle the demands of the workingmen for 
pay during tiie period they were on strike during tin* 
Kapp regime. Meetings are to he held in the Wurt- 
temliitrg factories by tin* councils of workingmen to 
consider if similar ae.ion should lie taken through- 
out Wurttenilmrg. Reports received from Nurem- 
berg said that city was quiet on Sunday following 
some disorders the previous night. Further disor- 
ders at l.eipzig on Sunday were reported. 

Relief ships to tie sent by the United States 
within the next month with flour for needy countries 
of Europe also are gi ing to be soviet arks, accord- 
ing to information obtained from immigration offi- 
cials at New York. More than 400 Russians, Finns 
and Doles front all parts of tiie country, who have 
been found to have advocated the use of violence to 
overthrow the government, will he shipped on them 
in groups. The immigration authorities were per- 
plexed for a time over the deportation of Poles with 
anarchistic beliefs. Some officials here believe they 
might foment more trouble in Poland than in the 
United States, lmt it was finally decided to deport 
them. Some of the Buford's passengers were Poles, 
but they were sent to Russia rather than Poland, 
from choice. 

The State Department lias lieen asked to fix a 
definite policy witii regard to trade between the 
United States and soviet Russia and the Central 
Powers. Secretary of Comment! Alexander an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon. Secretary Alexander 
vtuted that large business interests had urged him 
to aid in establishing trade with soviet Russia 
and Germany. He lias asked the State Department 
to say how far lie can go. Secretary Alexander 
said that lie had been advised that a Russian soviet 
trade commission is now on its way to Luidou to 
lake up the question of trade with the allies and 
that the commission may come to this country. 

Thelma Renshaw. the ten-year-old ‘Tittle mother” 
burned Saturday while rescuing her younger sister, 
two younger brothers and two playmates from a 
burning building at 1805 Sedgwick street, died Sun- 
day at the Children’s Memorial hospital. The chil- 
dren were playing in the apartment of neighbors, 
who were not at home, when a can of gasoline 
ignited. The “little mother's” clothing caught fire 
after she had carried tiie other children to safety 
and returned to extinguish 1 lie fire. 

The Senate today unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution calling on the President to state if the 
Island of Yap lias lieen ceded to Japan by the 
allies, as reported, and if so. what action the United 
States lias taken regarding it. Tiie resolution was 
introduced by Senator Isslge. Republican, of Massa- 
chusetts. Yap is a lonely island in tin* Pacific, 
west of the Caroline group, formerly belonging to 
Germany. It is important in connection with ealde 
service to the Philippines. 

At Washington yesterday the railroad unions, 
through tlieir attorney, Donald Itiehberg of Chi- 
cago. protested to the Interstate Commerce Coin- 
mission against allowing the railroads increases in 
rates, which would increase the cost of living. 
Rich berg appeared before the com mission during its 
hearing on the valuation of the railroads and pro- 
tested against the commission reaching any deci- 
sion as to valuation which was based on inflated 
value of stocks. 

Admiral William S. Benson, chairman of the 
shipping hoard and chief of naval operations during 
war, was named by Admiral Sims yesterday as the 
one who told him "Not to let the British pull the 
wind over his eyes.” as he left Washington at the 
outset of the war to assume charge of naval ac- 
tivities on llie other side. Admiral Sims made this 
statement before the subcommittee of the naval 
affairs committee of the Senate. 

There is liitle hope that high prices will decline 
for at least six mouths. Secretary of Commerce 
Alexander stated yesterday afternoon. American 
factories now have orders to keep them busy for 
six mouths to meet domestic needs. Secretary Alex- 
ander said. He pointed out that this fact pre- 
cludes any drop in prices, even though exports may 
fail off rapidly, due to tiie exchange situation. 

Senator Cummins is one of the members of Con- 
gress organized Inlmr will attempt to defeat in No- 
vember. according to L. E. Sheppard, acting presi- 
dent of the Order of Railway Conductors, who is in 
Washington attending the railroad wage conference. 
Senator Cummins was Hie author of tiie anti-strike 
provision of the railroad bill which was thrown out 
in conference. 

An annual profit of $2.900. 000 would result from 
government operation of the Muscle Shoals, Ala., 
nitrate plant for manufacture of commercial fertil- 
izer. Secretary Baker told the senate agriculture 
committee. The secretary advocated passage of the 
War Department bill to organize 11 $12,500,000 

government corporation to operate the plant for 
commercial purposes. 

The hill authorizing the United States Grain Cor- 
poration to furnish 5,18*0.1100 barrels of flour to 
European peoples requiring food was passed with- 
out opposition by the Senate yesterday afternoon. 
The measure was passed by the House Marcli 15. 
It now goes to the President.
